Attempted Suicide 

Reid Hill Woman Tries to 
Take Her Life 


Mrs. Lydia Diefenbaker, wife of Mr. 
U. M. Diefenbaker, of Reid Hill, in a 
moment of temporary unmindfulness, 
attempted to take her life by cutting 
her throat with a large knife at one 
of the outhouses of a neighbor last 
week. She was found in a pitiful con¬ 
dition and medical attendance was at 
once summoned and the wound, which 
was not found to be serious, dressed 
and the poor woman made as com¬ 
fortable as possible. She was after¬ 
wards taken to Vulcan where she was 
adjudged of unsound mind and com¬ 
mitted to the asylum at Ponoka, by 
J. A. Lindsay, J.P. where she will 
have good care and pleasant surround¬ 
ings and whre it is hoped by her many 
Reid Hill friends that she will re¬ 
cover her health and sound mind and 
be returned to her home in good 
physical condition before long. She 
was accompanied to Ponoka by Mrs. 
Clappison of Vulcan, acting as matron 
and everything was done to make her 
journey as comfortable as possible.

Jerman Me Cutcheon 
Succumbs to Typhoid 
Fever

On Sunday evening, Sept. 21st, at 
6.30, Jermain McCutcheon, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert McCutcheon of Have¬ 
lock, Ont., died, aged 30 years, » 
months and 14 days. 

The untimely end of this most like¬ 
able young man brings a sense of be¬ 
reavement to the entire town anu 
community, especially as everyone 
thought the crisis of his illness hac 
been passed and that he was well a- 
long the road to a speedy recovery. 
The deceased, though a native of On¬ 
tario, was attracted to this part of the 
country several years ago, making 
his way to Vulcan the fatter part oi 
last February, via the wull Lake dis¬ 
trict and Calgary, where ne learned 
his trade and is well known. Since 
his arrival in the town He lias been 
working in the McCutcheon Barber 
Shop, where everyone came to know 
and like him for his sincere and sunny 
disposition and his ability to cheer up 
the most desolate persons who 'came 
into the shop. Especially was this 
true in the case of many farmers, who 
several months back, had just cause 
for gloomy countenances. But no 
matter how deep the groom that came 
into the shop it invariably went out 
considerably lightened, while the bar¬ 
ber,” as he was affectionately known 
by everyone, in a community Where 
names amount to less than person¬ 
ality, was still with us. And after he 
was taken sick with typhoid fever, 
each morning found the majority ol 
the business men dropping their work 
for a few minutes to hurry over to 
the barber shop and inquire of the 
proprietor, “How’s “the barber” this 
morning?” So when it was announc¬ 
ed that, providing np complications 
set in, he would recover, everyone felt 
relieved, expecting to soon see him 
again at his* accustomed place. Mean¬ 
while, no one forgot him. The Gene 
Morton Hospital, where he was a pati¬ 
ent can give eloquent testimony to the 
dowers and callers that came to the 
sick man. Indeed many of the visitors 
had to be denied the privilege of talk¬ 
ing to him or seeing him as it was 
considered too much of a strain to his 
weakened condition. But a complica¬ 
tion spinal meningitis, did set in, that 
proved fatal as he had not enough 
strength to combat its insidous at- 
attack. And the community is bereft 
.of one of the most likeable young 
men it is given to know. Alter all, 
the highest tribute to a man, is the 
knowledge that all were his friends, 
none his enemies. 

The deceased is survived by his 
father and mother, Mr. and Mr. Rob¬ 
ert McCutcheon, nee Miss Catherine 
Eyer, of Havelock, Ont., three broth- 
rs, Hugh, of Winnipeg, Alex, of Tor¬ 
onto, and Robbie, of Havelock, two 
sisters, Mrs. E. J. Leeson and Mrs. 
Maxwell Post, both of Havelock ano 
two stepsisters, the Misses Buchanan 
of Havelock and Gull Lake respect¬ 
ively. 

The body will be taken to Havelock 
by his father, his brother Hugh nu 
his sister, Mrs. Maxwell Post, who 
were called to Vulcan two weeks ago 
by the deceased’s illness, for inter¬ 
ment.

Plans and Estimates by 
Calgary Firm 

Mr. Hadden, of Hadden A Miles, 
Calgary, was in Vulcan about the 12th 
inst in pursuance of a request from 
the Village Council to come here und 
submit plans, specifications and esti¬ 
mates on the proposed water works 
mains contemplated for the Village. 
His proposition calls for 2720 feet of 
main pipe, of 6 and 4 inch diameter, 
with eight connecting hydrants, a con¬ 
crete reservior of 2800 gallons capa¬ 
city with reinforced roof, a duplex 
pump with a capacity of 200 gallons 
per minute and all connections for the 
complete installation of the same, 
ready for use for the net sum of 
$7568.20. Under this specification,’ 
pipes are to be laid along Vulcan St. 
from the alley at McPherson’s store 
to the Oddfellows Hall corner, thence 
to Fred Elves’ corner. On Atlantic 
Street from Rutton’s comer to Mosh¬ 
ers Garage corner, and on Neptune St. 
from'about opposite the Co-opera¬ 
tive Co. to Charters comer, with hy¬ 
drants at Reeves, Beardsleys, Co-op¬ 
erative, Theatre, Charters, Oddfel¬ 
lows, Elves, and Moshers Garage 
comers. 

Blue-prints showing plans and spe¬ 
cifications and connections with the 
source of supply, together with the 
estimated capacity of the works were 
shown, and on these the Councillors 
will make application to the Under¬ 
writers’ Association for approval, 
which if accepted, will then be sub¬ 
mitted to the ratepayers for indorse¬ 
ment. If the plans are accepted, bids 
or tenders will be asked for, and the* 
work hurried to completion. Mr. Paul 
Wittock, under these specifications 
has agreed to furnish the power and 
water for the sum of $300 per year. 

It in figured that mains, with the 
added stretch of about 600 feet of 2'/j 
inch hose will fully cover the so-call¬ 
ed business district of Vulcan anil 
some of the residential section border¬ 
ing on the route, and will give the 
Village the fire protection sadly 
needed.

Vulcan 
is lucky to have their pleasure house 
in such good hands, which gives us an 
assurance of good attractions, backed 
by an endeavor to please all classes. 
We wish them success and believe the 
people of Vulcan and vicinity will be 
glad to support them in their venture', 
as we can a sure them that these two 
young men will be valuable additions 
to the Village of Vulcan in more ways 
than one.

function the more- we are afraid we 
are to bring any religion into it.

The Doctor in accepting the token of 
esteem from the citizens of High River 
feelingly thanked the Mayor and 
friends for their kind wishes in re¬ 
gard to himself and family. He said 
he would not disguise the fact that 
ie appreciated our esteem and hoped 
that he would always be worthy of it. 
He spoke of coming to High River 
as a young man and whatever suc¬ 
cess he may have made it had been 
n High River, and he would always 
ook upon this as home. In his work 
ae had always tried to play the game 
fairly. He had made mistakes, but tod 
,iad always been conscientious in try¬ 
ing to do what he believed was the 
right thing, and he counted amongst 
his best friends some who had op¬ 
posed him politically.

ALBERTA TEACHERS’ ALLIANCE 

The Executive of the Provincial 
Teachers’ Alliance met in Calgary on 
Saturday last A large increase in 
membership is announced and the Ex¬ 
ecutive feel's that it will only be a 
matter of time before the Alliance 
will include every teacher in the Pro¬ 
vince. The Alliance is now in a posi¬ 
tion to urge upon all School Boards 
the adoption of a new self re-newing 
contract which provides for the teach¬ 
er more security of tenure of his posi¬ 
tion by making it impossible to dis¬ 
miss him except for proved ineffici¬ 
ency ojr misconduct, or to transfer 
him without his consent. 

The new contract further embodies 
o Provincial wage schedule, the main 
feature of which is a minimum wage 
for all public school teachers of $1,200 
per annum and liberal increments for 
experience and efficiency. This mini¬ 
mum Is $360 in advance of the present 
statutory minimum and nas been 
adopted with a view to bettering, 
more especially the status of the 
teacher in rural schools. 

The work of the organization has 
grown to such proportions that the 
employment of a permanent Provin¬ 
cial organizer has been decided upon. 
This organizer will be hlgffiiy paid and j 
will give hia entire time to the or¬ 
ganizing of local Alliances through- 
ouT the Province. 

District Secretaries were also ap¬ 
pointed to relieve the Provincial Sec -1 
retary and to ensure a more intensive 
organization in every section of the 
Province. 

H. C. Newland of Edmonton was 
authorized to be present at the next • 
session of the Provincial Legislature ■ 
and represent the Alliance when al¬ 
terations in the School Ordinance are 
under consideration by the Law Com¬ 
mittee. 

^CARSLAND BRIDGE 

The long-expected Carsland bridge 
is now an assured fact. Mr. Geo. 
Hoadley, M.L.A., has informed The 
Times that the orders for the steel 
and timber for the structure have been 
placed and they will be delivered 
promptly. The abutments will be 
proceeded with at once so as to be 
completed before the heavy frost this 
fall. The pier will be built as soon as 
the ice on the river is sufficiently 
strong to permit the work to advance. 
The bridge will be ready for traffic 
in the spring.

WHAT ANDREW CARNEGIE LEFT | 

The will of Andrew Carnegie dis 
poses of an estate valued at $25,000, 
000 to $30,000,000. The residuary 
estate of about $20,000,000 goes to the 
Carnegie Corporation. Direct public 
bequests of $960,000 are left to insti¬ 
tutions, and legacies of $268,000 a 
year go to friends, associates, rela¬ 
tives and persons of public promin 
ence. 

Mrs. Carnegie receives all her hus¬ 
band’s real estate with his personal 
effects of every kind, believed to be 
worth between $5,00(1,000 and $10,000, 
000. In explaining why he made no 
further provision for his wife, Mrs. 
Louise Whitfield Carnegie, and no be 
quest to his daughter, Margaret, now 
Mrs. Roswell Miller, the testator said: 

“Having years ago made provision 
for my wife beyond hey desires, and 
being unable to judge at present what 
provision for our daughter will best 
promote her happiness, I leave to her 
mother the duty of providing for her 
as her mother deems best. A mother’ 
love will be the best guide.” 

The public bequests were: $30,000 
to Hampden Institute, $200,000 to 
each Pittsburg University and the re 
lief fund of the Authors Club of New 
York; $100,000 to Stevens Institute, 
“to improve my original gift"; $100, 
000 to St. Andrew’s Society, in addi 
tion to a lifetime gift of’ $100,000, and 
$60,000 to Cooper Union. 

Annuities to well-known persons In¬ 
clude the following: William H. Taft, 
$10,000; Hon. John Burns, $5,000; 
David Lloyd George, $10,000;- Mrs. 
Grover Cleveland, now Mrs. Thomas 
J. Preston, $5,000; Mrs. Theodcwe 
Roosevelt, $5,000; John Morley, life 
long friend, $10,000; Walter Dam 
rosch, $3,000; Thomas Burt and John 
Wilson, members of Parliament and 
life-long friends, $5,000. 

Men and women associated in the 
organizations established by Mr. Car 
negie for the distribution of his wealth 
for the benefit of mankind also re 
ceived legacies. They include: Rob 
ert A. Fmks, financial secretary and 
president of the Home Trust Com 
pany, founded by Mr. Carnegie for the 
conduct of his private business, at 
named by him as executor under his 
,will, $20,000; Dr. Henry S. Pritchitt, 
president of the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching 
$10,000; James Bertram, Private Sec 
retary, $10,000; President Robert S 
Woodymrd of the Carnegie Institute 
at Washington, $10,000. John A. 
Poynton, Secretary, receives $6,000 a 
year. 

Mr. Carnegie gave $10,000 a year 
td each of his married nephews and 
nieces, and $5,000 to each nephew. 


PRACTICAL PATRIOTISM

U. S. PRESIDENT AS TEACHER 
OF ECONOMICS 

Woodrow Wilson may not be popu¬ 
lar among the practical politicians of 
the United States, but he is obviously 
a great power among the American 
people. Though his ambition seems 
to have been to be regarded as the 
Lincolu of the Great War, he shines 
much more effulgently as a domestic 
economist, a field in wfticl^ Lincoln’s 
abilities were never tested. Between 
1912 and 1914 he scored some extra¬ 
ordinary triumphs over the selfish el¬ 
ements among the Vested and finan¬ 
cial interests; and in his handling of 
the economic situation on this conti¬ 
nent at the present time he is show¬ 
ing remarkable potency. He seems 
to be getting real results from his ef¬ 
forts to hammer down prices;, and, 
more important still, he has in some 
degree changed the attitude of Amer¬ 
ican labor in general, by his clear ex-’ 
position of the fact that the high cost 
of living can never be countered by 
raising wages. Many editors and 
publicists have been telling the public 
the same thing for months but they 
never got anywhere until Woodrow 
Wilson took the subject In nand. 

WHISKERS 

Though the Prince of Wales is 25 
and his grandfather was only 19 when 
he visited Canada, the latter looks 
very much older in his photographs 
than our present visitor. The ex¬ 
planation-lies in the fact that it was 
the style to wear whiskers fifty years 
ago, and that even youths of 19 did 
their best to accomodate themselves 
to it. Will whiskers become popular 
again? Recording to a London pa¬ 
per this is quite a possibility. Many 
officers, it tells us, are wearing them 
because their right arms have been 
stiffened or impaired by wounds, and 
they find shaving a difficult opera¬ 
tion, and from them the habit is 
spreading.

Immediately after the reception in 
High River, the prince entered Mr. 
Lanes' automobile and seated himself 
with Mr. Lane in the back seat, while 
[Lord Hamilton, the prince’s personal 
companion sat in front with George 
| Bailie, Mr. Lane’s chauffeur. Three 
other cars followed with other mem¬ 
bers of the royal staff and all of them 
carried guns and fishing tackle. Upon 
arrival at the ranch about 6 o’clock, a 
brief visit was made by the prince to 
the stables of Mr. Lane where he in¬ 
spected some of the pure bred Per- 
cheron horses that are sold to be ex¬ 
ported to England about the first of 
October. The prince was keenly in¬ 
terested in the horses and interrogat¬ 
ed Mr. Lane about the ,Percheron 
breed. After viewing the horses he 
got his gun and Prof. Carlyle walked 
with him to duels ponds on the ranch 
where the prince had the pleasure of 
potting a few, after which the shoot¬ 
ing party re turn ea *a home where 
dinner was awaiting them. The re¬ 
sidence was decorat^i appropriately 
and floating in the breeze from the 
flag pole was the royal standard. Mrs. 
George Lane and her daughter, Miss 
Elsie were hostesses. 

After dinner the party spent the 
evening in social intercourse and card 
playing, the prince retiring early. 

In the following morning the prince 
left the house unnoticed,'and enjoyed 
a before breakfast run of about six 
miles. After breakfast he and his 
party got their mounts and rode to 
the foothills, eight or ten miles, and 
assisted in roundingTip cattle and cut- 
ting out calves for branding. The pro¬ 
cess of “rounding up’’ and branding 
the cattle interested the Prince im¬ 
mensely and in rounding up the cattle 
he displayed horsemanship that was 
delightful to see. During the brand¬ 
ing of cattle, a heavy rainfall took 
place and the heir-apparent was in¬ 
vited to return by motor to the ranch 
house. This he refused as he prefer¬ 
red to ride along with Mr. Carlyle. 
Meanwhile he was drenched to the 
skin but he enjoyed the morning’s 
programme immensely. 

After lunch the Prince observed 
that there were several returned sol¬ 
diers among the cowboys, and he 
chatted pleasantly with them about 
their experiences overseas and finally 
permitted himself to be snapped sur¬ 
rounded by the cowboys. Then he 
went out to shoot prairie chicken and 
he tramped aimlessly along admiring 
to the fullest the magnificent scenery 
that can only be seen at the Bar-U 
Ranch. What interested him greatly 
was the bfeaver dams, and he insisted 
on Mr. Carlyle giving him a thorough 
and complete history of the beaver, 
and its habits and peculiarities. -

Risks Her Life In One of the Beat Automobile Wreck* 
Ever Produced 


Thomas Maki is the victim" of a bad 
accident which happened Tuesday 
evening on the road in the vicinity of 
Brant. Maki, who is a farmer, has 
been in the employ of Mr. Jay Green, 
and recently has been with a thresh¬ 
ing crew. The threshing operations 
were suspended for a day or two, and 
in the off time two of the workmen, 
Maki and George James saddled up 
a couple of horses and started on a 
ride. One of the horses was snubbed 
to the saddle of the other. They 
went along at a fair gait and all 
right until the animals stumbled and 
fell. The horses running loose and 
without riders attracted the attention 
of the other men of the crew and led 
to the discovery of the two men lying 
on the road, and when found they 
were unconscious. James was but' 
slightly injured, while Maki suffered 
to the extent of a broken back, dis¬ 
rated shoulder, and other injuries. 
'The latter was brought to the hospi¬ 
tal at High River and later taken to 
Calgary. One of the horses figuring 
in this unfortunate event is known 
as "High Roller,” and was one oof the 
horses ridden in the finals of the 
bucking contest at the High River 
celebration on Peace Day. It is * re¬ 
markable fact that the injured man 
was riding a very gentle horse.

A by-law of the Municipal District of Marquis, No. 157, for restrain¬ 
ing animals at large. 

[1] . In this by-law unless the context otherwise requires the term 
animal means horses, mules, cattle or sheep. 

[2] . No horses, cattle, mules or sheep, the property of any person 
non-resident within the said Municipal District, shall at any time be at large 
in any part of the Municipal District. . 

[3] . An animal at large shall be deemed to be any animal not under 
direct control of the owner or someone acting under his authority, or not 
confined within any building or lawful fence. 

[4] . Any animal at large contrary to the provisions of this by-law 
may be impounded in the manner herein provided for. 

[5] . Pounds shall be established as follows™ 

1 .POUNDKEEPER EDWARD SYNGE, SITUATED ON THE 

S.W. 31-17-21 4. 

2 .POUNDKEEPER J. W. ADAM, SITUATED S.E. 1-S 24-17-22 4 

3 . POUNDKEEPER ROY ALLEN, SITUATED ON THE N.E. 

1-4 13-19-22-4. 

[6] . The following shall be deemed a legal fence within the mean¬ 
ing of this by-law. • . 

CEDAR POSTS TWO RODS APART WITH DROPPER BE¬ 
TWEEN OR WILLOW POSTS ONE ROD APART. 

FENCE TO CONSIST OF THREE BARBED WIRES AND SHALL 
BE SPACED AS FOLLOWS:— 

FIRST WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MORE 
THAN EIGHTEEN (18) INCHES FROM THE GROUND/ 
SECOND WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MORE 
THAN THIRTY-TWO (32) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 
THIRD WIRE--FROM THE BOTTOM SHALLNOT BE MORE 
THAN FORTY-SIX’(46) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 

[7] . The provisions of Section 208 to 215 inclusive of the Municipal 
Districts Act, shall be deemed to be incorporated in and form a part of this 
by-law. 

[8] . The provisins of the Herd Ordinance, and the Pound District 
Ordinance, shall cease to be operative within the said Municipal District on 
the coming into force of this by-law. 

Any person who suffers or permits any animal, which he is entitled 
to possession of, to be at large within the said Municipal District, contrary 
to fhe provisions hereof, shall be guilty of breach of this by-law, and shall, 
under summary conviction under Part XV of the Criminal Code, forfeit and 
pay as a penalty an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs, 
and in default of payment forthwith after conviction, shall be liable to pun¬ 
ishment by imprisonment with or without hard labor for a period not exceed¬ 
ing thirty days unless such fine and costs, including' the costs of committal, 
are sooner paid. .
